Jason Rudolph and I were on the phone with our legal and facilities 
team yesterday. I am looping in Ebony, too. While we don’t plan to mobilize for 
tomorrow, we do plan to begin a proactive campaign on Prop. 39 to rachet down 
tension, call on the District to improve Prop. 39 co-locations, and ask the District 
publicly to direct M&O fees to our partner site.
